siderable excitement for awhile. The fire 
department tamed out promptly, the 
clanging of the bells and rattling of Ihe 
wagons over the rough streets increasing 
the din. Tbe scene ot the fire was at the 
Central House, Col. White's hotel, and 
the cause was an overheated stove in the 
wash room on the lower floor, east of the 
lunoh counter. The fire communicated 
with a flower room above.bnrning slightly 
the frame work of the bay window. For- 
tunately there was a Baboock extinguish- 
er in the building, and this was need 
effectively in putting out the fire without 
the use of the fire hose. No. 2 was there 
first, ready to throw water, but it was 
not needed. 
The damage is estimated at 


less than $40. 
Everything considered, 


the building had a narrow escape from 
total destruction. But for the handy 
Baboock extinguisher, the fire depart- 
ment would have had a hot job on hand 
for the first day of the year. 


The depot fire has caused many citi- 


zens to renew tbejr complaints about the 
poor accommodations for the traveling 
public furnished by the railway compa- 
nies. They justly hold that the railroads 
should unite in the enterprise of putting 
up a more modern and a decent Union 
depo^ building. 
It is now much too 


small for the size ot Deoatur and the ac- 
commodations, all will agree, are of a 
very inferior character. 
The waiting 


rooms are particularly small, and on 
many.days of the week they are so dense- 
ly crowded with travelers that any one 
desiring to get to the office is almost com- 
pelled to flght his way to the window. 
Deoatur needs a new Union depot. Let 
us have it. 


Justice in Oolee.

Variations in Human Anatomy. 


It may not be generally known thai 


no two individuals have exactly the 
ame anatomical structure, and that 
nearly every one has in him some bony 
>rominence, supernumerary muscle or 
ibnormal blood-vessel, which tells the 
tale of his descent. During the past 
nine years I have been teaching anat- 
omy, and nearly three hundred subjects 
lave been dissected under my imme- 
diate supervision; in these I have care- 
fully noted the variations occurring, 
with the result of finding that scarcely 
ane body is perfectly normal in every 
part—nay, many are very abnormal, 
having as many as thirty to forty va- 
riations in their bones, muscles, or ar- 
teries. I have found variations to oc- 
cur more fre .ueutly in negro and In- 
dian subjects than in those of European 
descent. When a variation in a bone, 
muscle or blood-vessel is found, the 
first question asked is: What is its mor- 
phology? and it is the-cxception not to 
be able to make it out; if one fails, it is 
concluded that our knowledge is do- 
ticient. and that the \ ariation has a his- 
tory, if we could only discover it. 


Many variations aro explained when 


an appeal is made to comparative anat- 
omy, a science which is as yet very in- 
complete, but which is rapidly enlarg- 
ing its boundaries. Sonic animals we 
know by their fossil remains, and in 
these merelv their bony structure can 
bo studied "all the soft parts are, of 
icourse, lost forever, and can only be 
approximately restored by our knowl- 
edge of allied existing types of the 
aame animals, -f. ./. Shce/i-ercl, in Pop- 
ular Science Monthly.
